The  following  changes  in  the  prescription  of  work  in  English  and 
Latin  for  the  examinations  of  1917  should  be  noted : 

1.  For  Pass,  Honour,  and  Scholarship  English,  the  poem,  “  Count 
Gismond,”  has  been  deleted  from  the  prescription  of  work  as 
printed  in  Circular  No.  24. 

2.  The  prescribed  work  in  Honour  Latin  is  as  follows  : — 

Translation  into  English  of  passages  from  prescribed  texts, 
with  grammatical  questions  on  these  passages  and  such  other 
questions  as  arise  naturally  from  the  context. 

Translation  at  sight  of  a  passage  of  average  difficulty  from 
Caesar. 

Translation  into  Latin  of  English  sentences  to  illustrate 
Latin  syntax,  and  of  a  continuous  passage  of  English  narrative. 

The  following  are  the  prescribed  texts : — 

Ccesar ,  De  Bello  Gallico,  Book  V.  ;  Cicero,  Pro  Lege 
Manilia  ;  Virgil,  Aeneid,  Book  IX.,  1-449. 

Horace,  Odes  as  follows :  Book  I.,  1,  2,  4,  5,  9,  10,  14,  22, 
24,  31,  38  ;  Book  II.,  3,  10,  14,  15,  16,  17,  18,  20. 

Two  examination  papers 

(1)  Latin  Prose  Composition  and  Caesar. 

(2)  Cicero,  Horace,  Virgil,  and  Sight  Translation.
